Thus you ſee your iniury to vs is of an old and in- 
ueterate continuance, hauing taken ſuch ſtropg root

tendet, ſcatce freed ttom the Swaddling cloers, and 
therefore may with as much caſe bee loft, as it was 
with little difficulty found. Caſt then from you our 
ornaments,and put on your owne armours : Be men 
in ſhape, men in ſhew, men in words, men in actions, 
men in counſell, men in example: then will we loue 
and ſerue you; then will wee heare and obey you;

diſgrace. Hee ſhall haue no friend but Pouerty z no 
fauourer but Folly, nor no reward but Shame. 
Henceforth we will liue nobly like our ſelues, cuet 
ſober, euer diſcreet, euer worthy truc men, and true 
women. We will bee henceforth like well· coupled 
Doues , full of induſtry, full of louc : I meaue, not of 
ſenſuall and catnall loue, but heavenly and diuine 
loue, which proceedes from God; whoſe vnexprel- 
ſable nature none is able to deliuer in words, ſince it 
is like his dwclling , high and beyond the reach of 
humane apprehenſion; according to the laying of 
the Poet, wa theſe Verſes following: 


Of lines per fettrow perfeitly to ſoes te, 
Or of his nature r1ghtly to denne, 

Indced doth farre ſurpaſſe our reaſons reach, 
And needs his Prieſ i expreſſe his power diuinc, 
Fer ling before the world he was ybore, 

And bred aboue ith hy /t celeftiall Spbeare, 
For by his power the world was made of yore, 
And all that therein wondrous doth appeare.
